Gen. Omar N. Bradley acknowl­ 
edged tonight that, in secret testi­ 
mony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee today, he had 
touched on the possibility of evacu­ 
ating hard-pressed U. N. troops 
from the extreme northeast sector 
of Korea. 
However, Bradley said tonight 
“any reference I made to evacuation 
was in connection with the hard­ 
pressed troops in the extreme north­

Any reports other than this are 
misleading and merely speculation, 
Bradley added. 
Senators who heard Bradley said 
they had received a somewhat more 
optimistic picture from him today 
than had been drawn for them at 
previous military briefings on the 
Korean situation.. 
Presidential Secretary Charles G. 
Ross, who died suddenly soon after 
he talked with reporters, denied 
London reports that the President 
and the British leader agreed yes­ 
terday that United Nations forces 
would re-invade Korea if they were 
driven out by Chinese Communists. 
“It is not true,” Ross told news­ 
men. “That did not come up at the 
conference. There were no decisions 
reached yesterday.” 
A reporter asked lf It was still 
intended that American troops ant 
their Allies should hold in Korea. 
“No comment,” Ross replied. He 
said he could not discuss the mili­ 
tary situation in Korea. 
Mr. Truman himself underscored 
the gravity of the situation when he 
took time out from his talks with* 
Attlee to tell a Mid-Century White 
House Conference on Children and 
Youth: 
“The serious crisis in world affairs 
overshadows all that we do. Our 
thoughts and prayers are with our 
young men who are fighting in 
Korea. They are engaged in a battle 
against tremendous odds.”

WASHINGTON, Dec, 5 (ZP) — 
Charles G. Ross, scholarly journal­ 
ist and press secretary to President 
Truman, died unexpectedly at his 
desk in the White House late today. 
He was 65. 
Ross was an old school mate of 
the President and Mrs. Truman, 
with whom he had “grown up” in 
Independence, Mo. He enjoyed an 
affectionate and intimate relation­ 
ship with the presidential family. 
And he enjoyed as well the affec­ 
tion of newspapermen in Washing­ 
ton, his n a t i v e Missouri and 
throughout the country. 
Won Pulitzer Prise 
He established a wide reputation 
as a newspaperman during his long 
career on the St. Louis Post Dis­ 
patch. He won a Pulitzer prize in 
1931—in the midst of the depres­ 
sion—for an article on “The Coun­ 
try’s Plight—What Can Be Done 
About It?” 
Death was attributed to a heart 
attack. He was stricken at his desk 
while he was talking with his sec­ 
retary, Miss Myrtle Bergheim, and 
television men. 
A long-time reporter himself, Ross 
died just after he had finished a 
stint in the role he liked best—that 
of a reporter. He had given news­ 
papermen a graphic account, down 
to minute detaUs, of the Truman- 
Attlee meeting. 
The television men were waiting 
to make a recording of a statement 
Ross had given the reporters. 
Jokes With Secretary 
Miss Bergheim, with whom the 
Press Secretary liked to joke, said, 
“Oh. they don’t want your mum­ 
bling.” 
She said Ross smiled and replied: 
*1 don’t mumble. I speak very clear­ 
ly.” 
Then, 
lighting 
a cigaret, 
he 
slumped over in his chair. 
Brig. Gen. Wallace H. Graham 
presidential physician, was sum­ 
moned immediately. 
“He was gone before I got there 
Graham told reporters. “He had had 
these heart attacks before. He had 
been having them off and on for 
the last three years—the last one 
about two months ago.”

Ask Reds Not 
To Cross 38th 


Korean Issue Sent 
To (J. N. Assembly 


LAKE SUCCESS, Dec 5 (ZP) — 
Thirteen Asian and Middle Eastern 
members of the United Nations ap­ 
pealed tonight to Communist China 
and North Korea not to cross the 
38th parallel, and ta give time to 
consider ways of settling the Far 
Eastern crisis. 
The 
appeal 
was 
immediately 
transmitted to Wu Hsiu-Chuan, 
Communist China’s representative 
now in New York, with a request 
that he relay it immediately to 
Peiping. 
The countries making the appeal 
were India, the Philippines, Burma, 
Pakistan, Egypt, Iran, Iraq, Leb­ 
anon, Saudi Arabia, Syria, Yemen, 
Indonesia and Afghanistan. 


Text Of Appeal 


The text of the appeal: 
“We, on behalf of the delegation 
(of the ll countries) to the United 
Nations, consider it our duty at this 
critical hour earnestly to appeal to 
the North Korean authorities and 
the Central People’s Government of 
the People’s Republic of China im­ 
mediately to declare that it is not 
their intention that any forces un­ 
der their control should cross to the 
south of the 38th parallel. 
“Such a declaration will give time 
for considering what further steps 
are necessary to resolve the conflict 
in the Far East thus helping to 
avert another world war.” 
The Asian countries acted as 
Canada’s Lester B. Pearson suggest­ 
ed a cease fire, Secretary General 
Trygve Lie called for all out efforts 
to settle the crisis, and the steering 
committee of the U. N. sent the 
issue to the full assembly. 
Sid Benegal N. Rau of India led 
the move among the Asian countries 
to try to stop the fighting. He was 
oined from the start by Carlos P. 
Romulo, foreign minister of the 
Philippines, and Sir Z&frullah Khan, 
foreign minister of Pakistan. 
The top delegates of the Asian 
countries met today from 11:30 a. rn. 
to 1:30 p. rn., in Rau’s Fifth Avenue 
apartment and discussed what to 
do. They adjourned during the af­ 
ternoon to consult their govern­ 
ments and went back into consul­ 
tation at 6 p. rn. The appeal was 
finally whipped into shape at 8 p. rn. 
and was urgently transmitted to 
WU.

at every turn. 


DETROIT, Dec. 5 (ZP)—The Ford 
Motor Company tonight announced 
an increase in car prices, the second 
major -auto manufacturer to an­ 
nounce such a hike today. 
Earlier, General Motors said its 
1951 models would cost more than 
current models. 
As with GM, Ford blamed the 
increase on increased cost of ma­ 
terials. 
In a statement, Ford said: 
“What we have to pay for the 
supplies, materials, labor and other 
costs that go into our passenger 
cars has increased since June of 
1950 at the rate of 103 million 


dollars a year. Such increases have 
thus far been absorbed by the 
company. There has been no gen­ 
eral increase in the prices of our 
passenger cars since August, 1948. 
“The cost rise has been rapid 
during the past 60 days. Further­ 
more, shortages of materials have 
forced us substantially to reduce 
production schedules. Part of our 
increase in costs must now, there­ 
fore, be reflected in our prices.” 
The price increase applies ty Ford, 
Mercury and Lincoln cars. 
The boost ranges from $87.50 on 
its lowest priced Ford to $165 on its 
highest priced Lincoln.

Tinman Crisis 
Tacticslrk Taft 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (ZP) — 
Sen. Taft (R-Ohio) demanded today 
that President Truman give his fel­ 
low citizens “more information” on 
what the nation faces both in Asia 
and Europe. 
The policy leader of the Senate 
Republicans proposed that Mr. Tru­ 
man report to the people after he 
finishes his current talks with Brit­ 
ish Prime Minister Attlee. 
Taft complained that the Repub­ 
lican lawmakers are not now being 
consulted in advance of administra­ 
tion decisions, but are merely being 
filled in on developments after they 
occur. 
He said the President and other ad­ 
ministration leaders ought to “state 
what the problems are” so the pub­ 
lic will have a sound basis for de­ 
cisions. 
Taft spoke out after an hour-long 
meeting of the Republican Policy 
Committee which he heads. 
Taft said the GOP Policy Com­ 
mittee probably would meet “every 
two or three days while things are 
so hot.” 
One of his Republican colleagues, 
Sen. Wiley of Wisconsin, a member 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
was invited to sit in a Truman- 
Attlee luncheon conference today on 
the yacht Williamsburg. Sen. Con- 
nally, Democrat chairman of the 
Foreign Relations group, also was 
invited, as were House Speaker Ray­ 
burn, Sen. George (D-Ga), and 
Reps. Eaton (R-NJ) and Richards 
(D-SC) of the House Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee. 
East Expecting 
Snow, Cold Wave 


[By Th* Associated Praos] 
A cold wave, preceded by snow 
and strong winds, knifed deep into 
the plains states and South Tuesday 
and began fanning out toward the 
storm-harried eastern states. 
As the storm picked up intensity, 
the Weather Bureau issued cold 
wave and snow warnings for a 
broad area from Iowa to Western 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia. 
Skidding temperatures in the up­ 
per Ohio valley checked the threat 
of serious floods along the swollen 
Ohio river, at least momentarily. 
Flood danger also diminished in 
California and all but 700 of the 
5,000 who fled from their homes 
Sunday were able to return. 
But the threat of new snow in the 
Ohio river valley will keep flood 
fears alive. 
The cold wave is expected to push 
into Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
West Virginia and Western Mary­ 
land Wednesday night and Thurs­ 
day. Snow from two to six inches 
is forecast for these states. 


Seen Bringing In 
4.6 Billion In ’51 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (ZP) — The 
House tonight passed an “excess 
profits” tax estimated to bring in 
$4,600,000,000 from corporations in 
1951. 
The levy was approved and sent to 
the Senate, 378 to 20. There Sen. 
George (D-Ga), chairman of the 
tax-writing Finance Committee told 
reporters that he expects the mea­ 
sure to reach the White House for 
signature in some form before New 
Year's. 
As approved by the House, the 
levy would be retroactive to last 
July I — a few days after the U. S. 
got into the Korean war. 
GOP Substitute Defeated 
During the first 12 months of its 
operation it is expected to fall short 
of raising the full $4,000,000,000 ask­ 
ed by President Truman from a tax 
cm “excess” corporate profits. But 
experts of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which framed 
the measure, estimated it would 
produce $4,600,000^)00 in calendar 
1951 on the basis of increased cor­ 
porate earnings expected then. 
Passage came soon after a sub­ 
stitute tax bill backed by Republi­ 
can policy leaders was defeated, 252 
to 145. Only one Democrat, Rep. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, voted 
for the Republican-favored proposal 
to shelve the winning hill for the 
substitute. 
75% Tax Ob Excess 
The approved measure provides 
a 75 per cent tax* on profits in ex­ 
cess of what is called normal. It 
defines normal profits as 85 per cent 
of average profits for the best three 
yqars in the four-year period 1946- 
11*49. Profits thus defined as nor­ 
mal would be taxable at the present 
top corporation income levy of 45 
per cent. 
The substitute backed by Republi­ 
can policy leaders proposed an in­ 
crease of 45 to 50 per cent in the tax 
on normal profits, which it defined 
as IOO per cent of the 1946-1949 av­ 
erage. It proposed also a 75 per cent 
tax on profits in excess of the av­ 
erage for those years. 
In predicting that the tax bill will 
go to the White House in some form 
before New Year’s, Sen. George told 
reporters he expects his committee 
to make some changes in it.

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Story Of Russian Intrigue To Free 
Trotsky’s Assassin Is Made Public 


WASHINGTON—(JP)—A story of 
persistent Russian intrigue to free 
the assassin of Lewi Trotsky, and 
how U. S. agents defeated the plot, 
was made public by the House Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 
The account was contained iii a 
committee report sum m ing up an 
investigation of the part American 
Communists played in the assassin­ 
ation of Premier Stalin's arch rival 
in Mexico City in 1940. 
Much of the story of plotting and 
intrigue 
waa 
made 
public 
last 


month by Louis Budenz, former 
managing editor of the Communist 
Daily Worker who abandoned Com­ 
munism and is now a faculty mem­ 
ber at Fordham University. 
Budenz said in an affidavit he 
was assigned by the Communist 
Party in December, 1936, to aid Rus­ 
sian agents in uncovering alleged 
Trotskyite plots against Stalin. 
Budenz said in his sworn account 
that one of the principal directing 
brains of the plot was Dr. Gregory 
Rabinowitz, or Rabinowitch, des­ 


cribed as head of the Russian Red1 
Cross in the United States. 
The committee detailed a story of 
efforts of American Communists, 
under the direction of Soviet secret 
NKVD agents, to free the assassin 
Frank Jacson from imprisonment in 
Mexico. This involved the familiar 
apparatus of political infiltration, 
mail drops, and invisible inks. 
Because of the “alertness of U. S. 
government intelligence

the attempt never materialized, the 
committee said.

A wide segment of American industry will feel the 
new government curbs on the civilian use of copper 
that will go into effect January I. That is to say, of 
course, 
that 
in 
time 
the 
National 
Production 
Authority’s latest order will have its impact on 
consumers generally. 
No one needs to be told how important a com­ 
modity copper has become in this mechanized and 
electronized (if there is no such word there ought to 
be) civilization. Copper is used in making automobiles, 
household appliances, television and radio sets. It is 
essential in power and communications systems. In 
the form of brass and bronze it fills countless other 
needs. 
After January I civilian industry will be forced to 
get along with less copper than it has been using. In 
January and February the amount delivered by mines 
and smelters must be 15 per cent below the monthly 
average total shipped during the first half of 1950. 
In March, shipments must be 20 per cent under that 
figure. 
These cuts are substantial. They are based on the 
first half of this year, when production was not as 
high as in the last half, and consequently less copper 
was used than in recent months. The copper situation 
has been permitted to become critical. Copper now on 
hand represents only a 13-day supply. During World 
War n stocks never fell below a 30-day supply. 
All out war with Russia now might find the nation 
desperately short of copper in a month’s time.

Illinois Working Free 


Illinois is on the way to becoming a more truly 
self-governing commonwealth. For years the state has 
been prevented from doing what it might like by the 
fetters of an archaic constitution. For practical pur­ 
poses this could not be amended because of a rule, 
designed to prevent alteration, that only one amend­ 
ment could be offered at an election, and that to be 
passed it must get a majority of all votes cast at the 
election. Those who did not vote on an amendment 
were thus counted against it, k rule which put a 
premium on indifference and ignorance. 
Now after many years of struggle Illinois has 
passed the Gateway amendment. This is moderate 
indeed in its relaxation, but probably Its sponsors 
feared that the voters would not stand for any greater 
freedom. It allows three amendments instead of one 
to come up at a time, and then allows them to be 
passed by a vote of two-thirds of those voting on the 
amendment. Inasmuch as to get on the ballot an 
amendment must receive approval of two thirds of 
each house of the legislature, the new amendment 
cannot be said to be letting the bars down to radical 
change. It does, however, make improvement a little 
easier. 
Many Illinois leaders think that one of the first 
steps which should be taken is to equalize the legis­ 
lative districts, so that they may represent citizens 
and not mere acres. A small minority of Illinois popu­ 
lation now controls the legislature, and has refused 
since 1901 to redistrict the state. Whether two thirds 
of the legislature can now be persuaded to loosen the 
grip on power of a few is something which will soon 
be revealed. 
• 


HILE eating breakfast the 
other morning I witnessed 
one of the best examples of 
how colds are passed frogi 
one person to another.

She 
did the same thing when handling 
pats of butter, cream, and silver­ 
ware. 
But when abe faced the custom­ 
ers she coughed politely into her 
hand to keep the spray to herself. 
With this gesture she contaminated 
her fingers and two seconds later 
rearranged the toast for Mr. Jones 
and picked up the dish of scrambled 
eggs for Mr. Smith. Then she 
would reach into her pocket for her 
hankie, rearranging it to find a dry 
spot. This contaminated her hands 
even more, 


It is not the purpose of this ar­ 
ticle to spoil your appetite but to 
demonstrate what so many of us 
put up with every day. It also helps 
to substantiate the ideas of many 
scientists, especially the British, 
that colds are passed from one to 
another by contaminated fingers, 
utensils, and food rather than by 
inhaling infected droplets via the 
air. Here was a perfect example as 
this waitress broke every rule in 
the book. The episode with the 
handkerchief bears repetition be­ 
cause it is so typical of what most 
of us do.

handled again from five to 24 hours 
later, we are likely to touch mucus. 
Furthermore, many men have the 
habit of shaking the cloth before 
putting it to use a second time. 
Enough has been said lest the read­ 
er develop a germ phobia. 


World's Earliest Town 


How far back does civilization reach, and where 
did it begin? For a long time historians were inclined 
to think Egypt the oldest country, and a famous 
authority, the late James H. Breasted of the University 
of Chicago, even ventured to set the first fixed date 
In history'. B. C. 4241, the date of a certain astronomical 
event. A later weighing of the evidence would reduce 
the time to this remote period by some 1,500 years. 
Now comes Dr. Robert Braidwood, another Univer­ 
sity of Chicago archaeologist, who has been excavating 
In Iraq, the Babylonia of the ancients. He has found 
enough bits of grain to fill a matchbox. This find, 
which sounds unimpressive, is on the contrary highly 
striking, because it represents the first traces of 
ancient agriculture that can be dated. They come 
from a community called Jaruma, which is known to 
have existed at least in B. C. 5500, and probably 
several centuries earlier. 
Babylonia seems just now to be the likeliest region 
In which to find the beginnings of civilization. Until 
some site proves to ante-date Jaruma, this is entitled 
to honor as the world’s earliest known town. 


This waitress may have acquired 
her cold from one of the customers 
and in this respect cannot be blam­ 
ed for anything except that she now 
is passing on the infection to others.

Both men and women should be educated for the 
creation of a system of values, for the ability to make 
wise choices, for the establishment of a workable 
philosophy of life, and for the ability to make a worth" 
while contribution to society, says Dr. Sarah G. 
Blanding, president of Vassar College. 
The courses of study which tend toward these 
achievements for women are covered by the same 
liberal arts program which is furnished to men, she 
asserts. The skills which women need for homemaking 
may be easily acquired if they have been taught to 
think any problem through and to apply their ability 
to see beyond immediate objectives to basic values. 
The results of education for “the age of specializa­ 
tion” have not all been desirable. The modern ten­ 
dency. in education for both men and women, is to 
superimpose their specialized training upon the broad 
general basis of a liberal arts course. This is better 
calculated to produce a well-rounded individual who 
can meet life with equanimity upon any level.

For about five days before Prime 
Minister Attlee’s arrival in Wash­ 
ington, the State department was 
deluged with cables and official 
visits from North Atlantic pact am­ 
bassadors 
asking where General 
MacArthur was leading the United 
Nations and whether he alone was 
deciding when and how the Western 
world should declare war on China. 
Reason for the alarm was not 
only the tragically precarious posi­ 
tions of U. N. troops in Korea, but 
because allied diplomats knew what 
the American public didn’t—namely, 
that on three specific occasions, the 
British made proposals for avoiding 
a clash with China. 
1. First the British urged that 
MacArthur halt U. N. forces on the 
38th Parallel. 
2. When this was overruled, the 
British proposed that MacArthur 
halt his army about 40 miles away 
from the Manchurian border. This 
proposal was laid before MacArthur 
at Wake Island and supposedly ac­ 
cepted. 
3. The British proposed that no 
move be made to bomb Chinese 
bases iijside Manchuria. 
MacArthur^ opposition to these 
proposals is why Prime Minister 
Attlee faced the revolt of about IOO 
Labor members of parliament. 
General Bradley 


MacArthur was acting under •‘in­ 
structions” from Washington when 
he led U. N. troops into the Chinese 
Communist trap, Bradley candidly 
admitted that MacArthur was “on 
his own, Ake any field general under 
the circumstances.” 
Bradley also reported that he 
“couldn’t understand” why Mac­ 
Arthur was unprepared for the 
Chinese 
Communist 
invasion 
of 
Korea, inasmuch as the Commun­ 
ists were massing an army of 500,- 
000 troops on the Manchurian bor­ 
der for two weeks before the attack. 
“General MacArthur has reported 
that he didn’t expect an attack,” 
Bradley continued. “Otherwise he 
wouldn’t have dispersed his troops.” 
“You say he didn’t expect an at­ 
tack,” chorused Sen. Tom Connally 
of Texas and other amazed Con­ 
gressional chiefs. “What was wrong 
with his intelligence?” 
“They didn’t know the Chinese 
were massing in such numbers,” 
replied Bradley, somewhat grimly. 
Bradley 
also 
admitted, 
under 
questioning by Connally, that for 
some time prior to the Communist 
attack, large segments of U. N. 


forces were divided by the mountain 
range dissecting the Korean pen­ 
insula, with little or no liaison. 
Bradley concluded that the sit­ 
uation “looked pretty grim.” 
Significantly, GOP Sen. Alexan­ 
der Wiley and other friends of Mac­ 
Arthur at the meeting didn’t open 
their mouths to defend him. 
As the meeting broke up, GOP 
Rep. Dewey Short of Missouri told 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
that this is not the time to use 
the A-bomb. 
“We should ssve it for the Rus­ 
sians, not drop it on her satellites,” 
declared Short. 
Democratic Sen. Millard Ty dings 
of 
Maryland, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, 
also objected to dropping the bomb 
in Korea or China, asserting it 
would be a tragic mistake that 
might turn the whole world against 
us and further diminish the waning 
hopes of restoring would peace. 
NOTE — Secretary Acheson has 
scrupulously refrained 
from any 
criticism 
of MacArthur 
at 
any 
closed-door sessions with Congress 
or elsewhere. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 5—The free 
world—fumbling, debating, arguing 
for the self-interest 6f each mem­ 
ber nation—is up against the totali­ 
tarian world where neither parlia­ 
ments nor business, nor labor, nor 
allies have much to say about public 
policy. 
This handicap, long expected to 
plague the free world in its hour of 
decision, is visible to everybody— 
including Russia. If all the nations 
in the free world were to recognize 
that a state of war already exists, 
there would be unity in a common 
cause and a measure of self-disci­ 
pline. But there is no such realism. 
American troops in large numbers 
are in Korea with other allied units 
to carry out a mission for the United 
Nations to halt aggression. 
The U. N. troops are being beaten 
on the field of battle—they are 
meeting severe reverses after having 
been prevented from using air power 
against enemy concentrations across 
the Manchurian border. 
What does the world hear from 
the principal members of the U. N.? 
From Britain and France come 
tirades against the American gen­ 
eral. In the British Parliament, one 
Cabinet minister says MacArthur 
exceeded U. N. directives. A mem­ 
ber of the British government re­ 
pudiates that charge and says Mac­ 
Arthur carried out U. N. objectives. 
No Such Evidence 
Hindsight is always better than 
foresight but what is inexplicable 
today is the assumption in European 
official quarters 
that if U. N. 
troops had stopped at the 38th 
Parallel or at an imaginary line 
north of it, the Chinese Commu­ 
nists would have promptly made 
peace and the U. N. mission into 
Korea would have been carried out 
successfully. 
There is not the slightest evidence 
that there would have been any 
such acquiescence by the Commu­ 
nists whose broadcasts from Peiping 
for several weeks have insisted only 
on the immediate and complete 
exodus of U. N. forces from Korea. 
The decision w^iich really hangs 
In the balance to be appraised ope 
way or the other is the U. N. 
decision of June 26 to go into Korea. 
The moment the U. N. constituted 
itself as an international police 
force it could not revert to the 
status of a quasi-military or qua.si- 
diplomatic organization which tries 
to tell troops to move into a coun­ 
try, then asks them to halt while 
the enemy is politely asked whether 
it will accept defeat. If the enemy 
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says it won’t do so. then there 
evidently more debate on what 
do about it while the enemy 
given time to regroup his miir.a 
forces. 
If the U. N. now. having gone into 
Korea, in effect oraers its military 
forces to evacuate what has been ( 
conquered, then the U. N. will lo^e 
the respect of many million' o! 
Americans and there will be a de­ 
mand for full freedom of action for 
the United States in world affairs— 
leaving it to America to decide here­ 
after when and where it will use 
its forces and its resources. 
This is sometimes called “isola­ 
tionism.” More "isolationists'’ have 
been bom in the last few days since 
the British government has enunci­ 
ated its viewpoint than were bred 
since the 1920's. The demand for 
America to go its own way in world 
affairs—helping in Europe or in 
Asia as its resources permit—wiii 
become the demand of many politi­ 
cal groups inside both major partiei. 
Isolationism bored within the Dem­ 
ocratic as well as the Republican 
party as late as 1932. 
Global Responsibility 
Tile situation today happen* to fit 
a paragraph written by Owen Latti­ 
more, the Far Eastern expert, in 
one of his books published in 1949 
when he said: 
“. . . Those who plan and carry 
out American policy will fall into 
a trap if they think that what is 
required of them Is a decision be­ 
tween 'Europe first’ and Asia first * 
In 1946, 1947, and 1948 Europe fitted 
the combined specifications of the 
Communist theory of what consti­ 
tutes an opportunity and the meth­ 
ods available to the Soviet state for 
exploiting 
an 
opportunity 
better 
than in Asia. 
“In 1949 Asia fits the specifica­ 
tions better than Europe. But both 
then and now the situations in 
Europe and in Asia haVe never 
ceased to interact on each other ” 
It is the global aspect of America a 
responsibility and the U. N.'s re­ 
sponsibility. and the interdepend­ 
ence of policy in Europe and Asia 
which are being overlooked by those 
who today are counseling retreat 
and surrender in the Far East on 
the theory 
that 
this 
means 
a 
strengthened 
U. 
N. 
in 
Europe. 
Wherever the free world is beaten, 
its prestige goes down — but it 
doesn’t stay down if it heroically 
fights back as it did all the way 
from Bataan in 1941 to Tokyo in 
September 1945.

Confidence Of The People 
Rests With The President

Staff, for not being tougher with his 
friend in Tokyo. 
What happened was that Mac­ 
Arthur would cable the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, demanding that he be al­ 
lowed to override Washington In­ 
structions. Couched in MacArthur^ 
vigorous, 
.sizzling 
language, 
his 
messages 
usually 
predicted 
dire 
consequences if his ideas were not 
followed. So. after some sputtering 
among the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
General Bradley usually concluded 
that the commander in the field 
should be permitted to make the 
final decision. 
“General MacArthur knows the 
situation better than we do over 
here,” kindly General Bradley would 
tell the President. And Truman, 
not the forceful military strategist 
Roosevelt 
was, 
invariably 
gave 
his O K. 
, 
, 
Korean Errors Admitted 
However, Bradley, an honest man 
as well as a great soldier, didn’t at­ 
tempt to cover up mistakes in Korea 
when he conferred at the White 
House with the President, Cabinet 
chiefs, and Congressional leaders 
last week. 
Despite slanted news reports that 


[ROM the day when eruption of 
Chinese Communists into Korea 
brought utmost crisis, there was 
imperative need of confidence 
on the part of the people. Responsi­ 
bility for bringing this about lay 
heavily on President Truman, for 
he would be in office for more than 
two 
years. 
America 
could 
not 
achieve public confidence as it is 
sometimes achieved in times of 
crisis in countries having parlia­ 
mentary government, such as Brit­ 
ain. In Britain, if lack of confidence 
exists, a vote in the House of Com­ 
mons can remove the administra­ 
tion in power and substitute an­ 
other. Since this cannot take place 
in the United States, since Mr. Tru­ 
man’s tenure of office will last 
until January, 1953, there is re­ 
sponsibility on him for bringing 
public confidence in ways within 
his power. There is evidence that he 
feels this and gives thought to steps 
toward that end. 
What is meant by public confi­ 
dence is a broad feeling of assu­ 
rance on the part of the people that 
things will be done well. This is not 
achievable by simple change of an 
official here and there, such as 
took place in an early phase of the 
Korean wTar when Secretary of De­ 
fense Johnson resigned. It is not 
achievable by any number of un­ 
related steps on the part of the ad­ 
ministration. What is needed is to 
make the people feel that the Pres­ 
ident has waived some of his own 
prerogatives of Judgment, that he 
follows on a broad scale a practice 
of deferring to the Judgment of 
others — including especially ones 
whom in the past he has opposed 
and ones who hold principles and 
have an outlook contrary to what 
has been his. 
Could Defer To Byrd 
Among men to whom Mr. Truman 
could thus give deference, and by 
doing so bring about a feeling of 
assurance on the part of the people, 
a 
conspicuous 
example 
is 
Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia. This is 
not merely because of Mr. Byrd’s 
standing and ability in the broad 
sense, it is especially because of his 
thoroughness of grasp, frequently 
expressed, in one of the fields in 
which public confidence is most 
needed, the fiscal operations of the 
government. Among the fields in 
which public anxiety exists, the 


most conspicuous presently arises 
from the past conduct of foreign 
relations, 
especially 
as 
regards 
China. But there is equal occasion 
for anxiety, though the public may 
not be so generally conscious of it, 
about the government's fiscal poli­ 
cies and operations, lf the public 
knew that in this field President 
Truman would accept the judgment 
of Sen. Byrd, thereby reversing the 
President’s attitude in the past, the 
effect would give tonic and firmness 
to the country’s fiscal and economic 
systems. 
The presently disturbing condition 
of the country’s fiscal system with 
danger of worse, expressed among 
other ways by increase of govern­ 
ment debt and inflation, dates back 
some two years. The war was over 
and with it the immense expendi­ 
tures and borrowing by the govern­ 
ment made necessary by the war. 
There was every reason to expect 
not only that government borrowing 
would cease but that payment on 
the debt and reduction of it would 
be begun. Actually this was done, 
briefly. During two fiscal years 
there were reductions of the gov­ 
ernment debt. But in early 1949 it 
became apparent, from the amount 
of appropriations asked of Congress 
by President Truman for purposes 
other than military ones, that total 
expenditures 
of 
the government 
would exceed its receipts, that there 
would be a deficit, more borrowing 
by the government, increase of the 
national dept. 
Sen. Byrd was appalled. So were 
many others. But Sen. Byrd had 
ability to analyze the government’s 
fiscal condition and operations and 
to make them as clear to the public 
as anything so complex can be. 
Serious Danger 
In four major speeches he uttered 
solemn warning. The gist of what 
he said was that if the government, 
did not balance its budget in a time 
of peace and prosperity, the people 
might come to wonder whether it 
would ever do so. Any doubt on 
this point, Sen..Byrd said, might 
ultimately undermine the govern­ 
ment’s credit; and destruction of 
the government’s credit, he said, 
could destroy our form of govern­ 
ment. Sen. Byrd had reason to feel 
apprehension that government de­ 
ficits might become a practice when 
during late 1949 statements from 


HORTLY after Mr. Truman be­ 
came President of the United 
States, he went to the Potsdam 
conference where the United 
States was trimmed by the superior 
diplomacy of Joe Stalin. The coun­ 
try sympathized with Harry Truman 
because it was generally felt that 
he had no preparation for such 
great affairs. 
Mr. Truman’s secretary of state 
was James Byrnes, who had never 
devoted himself to such matters 
before, he having been a United 
States senator and a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, but neither an his­ 
torian nor a specialist in interna­ 
tional relations. What Truman and 
Byrnes tried to do was to salvage 
for the United States the most they 
could out of the commitmens of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry 
Hopkins, some of which were not 
even recorded in the usual way. 
In due course. Mr. Truman got 
rid of James Byrnes and appointed 
George Marshall as his secretary of 
state, a position in which Marshall 
was really subordinated to Dean 
Acheson. 
a 
State 
department 
specialist. In time. Acheson suc­ 
ceeded Marshall and worked out the 
policy of containment. 


The choice of Europe first from 
which derived, in part, the aban­ 
donment of China has now- been 
proved, by the course of events, tx? 
have been an error. Dean Acheron 
sought to cover up the error, but 
such a cover-up could not have been 
in the national interest. It could 
only preserve his group in power. 


I 


He was given a way out by 
the 
Wedemeyer 
reports 
on 
China and Korea. The China 
report was suppressed for two 
years; the Korean report even 
this day. Acheson confused 
to 
the situation by a false propa­ 
ganda concerning the nature 
and character of Chinese Com­ 
munists — a propaganda which 
would have been as false in 
1920 as it was in 1948 and 1949. 
In a word, it was a betrayal of 
American interests. It was the 
sacrifice of millions of human 
beings to the advantage of a 
few in the White House and the 
State Department. 


The policy of containment 
was always unrealistic. What it 
amounted to was that Soviet 
Russia was to stay put. Our 
stipulations were that Russia 
was not to move into Iran, 
Greece, Turkey or Germany. 
That, of course, was not staying 
put. If left an enormous area 
of the earth’s surface into which 
Soviet 
Russia could 
expand. 
And from the American stand­ 
point, the areas left open were 
greater and more important 
than those closed to Russia. 


This may seem to be too harsh 
a judgment; yet none other is pos­ 
sible in the circumstances. 
The 
course of events permits no other 
conclusions, for knowledge of the 
facts-, unavailable to the people, 
must have been available to the 
President 
and 
his Secretary of 
State. They must have known the 
facts of the relations of nations 
within the Communist world; how 
politics were made in the Kremlin 
for ti* corniform countries: that the 
Chinese Communists had been part 
the Third International 
of 
1920—active, 
hized. 
effective, and 
since 
recog- 


It was a display of geographic and 
historic ignorance and it indicated 
a total lack of understanding of the 
Marxist movement throughout the 
world and of the ideological-im­ 
perialistic aims of Soviet Russia. 
One of the accompaniments of 
the containment policy was the 
final abandonment of Chiang Kai- 
Shek and Nationalist China. Many 
factors entered into this decision, 
but for purposes of this discussion 
we may limit ourselves to one, 
namely, that the United States did 
not possess the economic and mili­ 
tary 
strength 
to oppose 
Soviet 
Russia throughout the world alone. 
Little help was then expected from 
other countries and less has actual­ 
ly been received than was expected. 


Someone in the State department 
must have studied the vast files on 
the subject, beginning with the 
“Students Movement” in 1919 and 
proceedin to this day. 
Someone 
must have told Dean Acheson of 
the training schools for Chinese 
Communists in Irkutsk, Leningrad 
and Moscow—of the Sun Yat-Sen 
Institute at Moscow. 


Dean Acheson’s calculation of 
Europe first involved the cost of 
the Marshall plan and European 
military aid. The Russians re­ 
jected Dean Acheson’s theory, 
following rather the conceptions 
of 
Lenin. They placed East 
Asia first on their program 
conquering China, part of Korea 
and paving the way to India. 


fiscal authorities in the administra­ 
tion said in effect that it is not 
necessary to balance the budget in 
any one year, that it is enough to 
balance the budget whenever it is 
easy to balance. What was up to 
last June a danger unnecessarily 
and rather recklessly incurred by 
the administration is now made by 
war a danger of the utmost serious­ 
ness. It would be assurance to the 
country if it could know that in 
matters having to do with govern­ 
ment debt, taxation, and the gov­ 
ernment budget generally, a judg­ 
ment of Sen. Byrd would be given 
authoritative weight. 


The Korean war completely and 
finally disposer of the policy of 
containment. Its failure has forced 
every other country to re-examine 
it* own policies and re-appraise lls 
situation, it has thrown all the 
world into confusion and has im­ 
perilled America.

BOSTON — (ZP) — A scientist has 
stuck his head inside a thunder­ 
cloud. to find out what goes on 
behind that lowering black curtain. 
He found 
a very complicated 
mechanism and not just a cloud of 
water vapor dripping assorted rain­ 
drops and thunderbolts 
Curious 
things 
happen 
inside 
thunderclouds, Joachim Kuettner of 
the Air Force Cambridge Research 
Laboratories discovered: 
Updrafts and downdrafts, forma­ 
tion of solid precipitation (freezing 
of supercooled water droplets), for­ 
mation of different kinds of elec­ 
trical charges in different parts of 
thunderstorm “cells.” 
But after studying 125 storms 
(including 67 thunderstorms) in a 
| three-year period, he wound up 
with somewhat of a mystery. 
“Lightning,” he says in an article 
in 
the 
Journal of 
Meteorology, 
‘seems to be only a disturbance of 
I: the balance of the electrical field 
intensity” in a thundercloud. But, 
11 he adds, that balance “seems to be 
regulated by some other unknown 
phenomenon.” 
The problem of thunderstorms 
lured Kuettner to the observatory 
atop the 10,000-foot zugspitze, Ger­ 
many’s highest mountain peak, a 
peak which pokes its summit right 
into the bast of thunderclouds. 
And if you have a yen to go 
poking 
into 
thunderclouds, 
read 
what Kuettner says: 
“The natural laboratory is huge 
and dangerous; the processes are 
neither steady nor two-dimensional; 
the ground observations are am­ 
biguous; the inaccuracy of electric 
measurements,

precipitation, icing, 
and 
aircraft 
speed, is discouraging, as are the 
complexity arid variability of elec­ 
trical conditions in 
a thunder­ 
storm.”

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Gen. Gavin Chief Advocate 
For Using A-Bomb In Korea 


By DREW PEARSON 
Chief advocate for using the A- 
bomb in Korea—the big issue now 
being debated by President Truman 
and Prime Minister Attlee—is Maj. 
Gen. James M. Gavin, former com­ 
mander of the 82nd Airborne Divi­ 
sion, and now a member of the 
weapons evaluation group for the 
Secretary of defense. 
Gen. Gavin proposes using the 
now relatively old-fashioned Hiro- 
ahima bomb, not against civilian 
populations as at Hiroshima, but 
against massed enemy troops. 
He 
estimates that this bomb, dropped 
from an altitude of only 2,000 feet, 
can wipe out one whole division of 
enemy troops. Furthermore he esti­ 
mates that the radio-activity in the 
wake of the bomb would linger only 
a matter of minutes, thus troops 
could come forward in only a short 
time 
Those who oppose Gen. Gavin’s 
argument point out that Russia, 
which now possesses the A-bomb, 
could 
be 
expected 
to 
retaliate 
against American cities, now a long 


way from being ready for A-bomb 
attack. Also the effect on European 
public opinion would be disastrous. 
Gen. Gavin also estimates that 
one T-bomb, which is the Army de­ 
signation of the Hiroshima type, is 
equal to 8,000 medium artillery 
shells per square mile. He has also 
worked out for the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff a survey showing what one 
atomic bomb of this type would have 
done in the battle of Okinawa. In 
this battle he points out the United 
States had 36 ships sunk, 368 ships 
damaged, 736 planes lost and 48,025 
battle casualties. 
These losses, he 
estimates, could have been avoided 
by one atomic bomb.

Chinese Attack 
Jolted ll. S. Brass 


TOKYO, Dec. 5 (ZP) — The big 
Chinese 
Communist 
attack 
in 
Korea was perhaps as surprising 
and certainly more shocking to top 
U. S. commanders than the original 
North Korean invasion last June. 
Both caught the Western Powers 
unprepared to meet a powerhouse 
thrust from 
behind 
Asia’s 
iron 
curtain. 
Public statements by U. S. intel­ 
ligence officers show that in both 
instances they had only incomplete 
military information and almost no 
political information. 
Intelligence officers say frankly 
they knew the Chinese attack was 
possible, but they did not think it 
would be made. They had followed 
the movement of Red Gen. Lin 
Piao’s huge 
Fourth 
Field Army 
across China to Manchuria. 
Tile Fourth Army had originally 
been stationed in Manchuria. It 
could have been returning after 
postponement of plans for invading 
Formosa. 
Then in early October, when 
Allied forces were approaching the 
38th parallel between North and 
South Korea, Red China broadcast 
its only advance warning. 
Chou En-Lai, premier of the Red 
regime, declared that the Chinese 
people “will not stand supinely by 
while their neighbors is being in­ 
vaded.” 
Yet no one seemed to take this 
statement seriously. Willoughby ob­ 
served that "we now know they 
warned us and meant business.”

SALT LAKE CITY—(ZP)—One of 
the strangest diseases, which was 
thought to be one of the rarest, person’ 
progressive muscular dystrophy, is; 
turning out to be not so rare. 
Reasons to believe it is widespread 
have been found at the College of 
Medicine of the University of Utah. 
The findings were described by Dr. 
Frank H. Tyler, assistant professor 
of medicine and member of the 
laboratory for study of hereditary 
and metabolic diseases. 
This disease is weakening of mus­ 
cles, for no known cause, and with 
no remedy. In adults, the first sign 
Is likely to be inability to lift one 
arm high enough to comb the hair 
or do overhead reaching work. The 
weakness is in a shoulder muscle. 
Sometimes an early fault will 
Alow in inability to whistle. The 
pucker stops working. Otherwise 
the mouth is normal. 
From the start in a single muscle, 


who never noticed they had this 
trouble. 
When dystrophy gets bad, pelvic 
muscles weaken so that walking be­ 
comes a duck-like waddle. Severe 
cases, when they lie down, are able 
to rise only by first getting to their 
knees, and then pushing themselves 
up with hands on knees. 
The disease is entirely hereditary. 
It cannot' pass from person to

A small brake house at the Hamp­ 
shire Mine of the Campbell Coal 
Company near Barton was destroy­ 
ed by flames late yesterday after­ 
noon.

Two fan houses were des­ 
troyed in the other blazes. Last week 
2.000 feet of wire was stolen from 
the property. 
Dr. George Campbell. Lonaconing 
druggist who is president of the 
Campbell Coal Company, said the 
sheriffs office had been notified 
and authorities promised an in­ 
vestigation. 
Chief Deputy Edgar Lewis and 
Deputy William Chappell are ex­ 
pected to visit the scene this morn­ 
ing. 
Dr. Campbell said cause of the 
blaze was not determined. He said 
an estimate of damage would not be 
available until he receives a detailed 
report. 
Mrs. Pearl Kantor, daughter of 
George Crowe, mine foreman, was 
notified by nearby neighbors of the 
blaze and summoned the Barton 
Hose Company. 
The building, a frame shanty 
measuring about IO by 12 feet, was 
a mass of flames when firemen ar­ 
rived. 
The lire truck had to be left on 
the highway about a mile from the 
mine as it could not negotiate the 
entrance road. Firemen went to the 
scene on foot and used Are exting­ 
uishers and sand in a futile effort 
to save the building. 
Dr. Campbell said the mine has 
not been in steady operation for the 
past two or three months, with only 
occasional work during th at time. 
He said a maintenance crew of 
three or four men worked there 
yesterday 
recovering r a i l s 
and 
equipment from the m int and re­ 
placing wire. 
The brake house was used for a 
short time yesterday morning to 
run down a small amount of coal to 
th# tipple. It is normally locked 
when not in use. Dr. Campbell said 
The maintenance crew Anished 
work at 4 p. rn., about an hour and 
a half before th e.blaze was seen by 
nearby residents, he added. 
The mine is a union operation.

M. Sgt. William ^Norwood, 31. 
World W ar II veteran who has been 
wounded twice in Korea, is home on 
leave from Fitzsimmons Army Hos­ 
pital, Denver, Col. 
M. Sgt. Norwood had been fight­ 
ing in Korea since July 28 when he 
joined Company F, 5th Regiment, 
First Cavalry Division. 
Suffering a concussion as the re­ 
sult of heavy combat in August, Sgt. 
Norwood was hospitalized briefly in 
the Army Hospital in Korea. 
Soon thereafter he returned to his 
original outfit, Company F, and on 
September 14, while fighting in the 
Pusan area, he received shrapnel 
wounds which punctured his left 
lung. One day later, he was flown 
to an Army hospital in Tokyo. 
Describes Korea 
After he became well enough to 
travel without harm, he was flown 
to Fitzsimmons A r m y Hospital, 
making stops at Army hospitals in 
Honolulu and California. 
He expects to be in Cumberland 
until January 13, when he will re­ 
turn to Fitzsimmons for further 
treatm ent. 
Speaking of the rough, hill coun­ 
try of Korea, Sgt. Norwood related 
that it was much more difficult to 
carry on any kind of campaign than 
in Europe where he fought during 
World War II. The rice paddies, 
he said, made it extremely difficult 
to traverse the area, and the narrow, 
primitive roads in Korea made it 
almost impossible to move heavy 
equipment. 
He also spoke of seeing much 
Russian equipment being used by 
the Communists. 
Served With Local Unit 
During World War II, on D Day. 
1944, Sgt. Norwood said he landed 
on Omaha Beach with Company G, 
115th Regiment, 29th D i v i s i o n . 
Eleven days later, he was captured 
by the Germans and nine months 
went by before he was liberated by 
the Russians at Odessa on the Black 
Sea. 
Discharged 
from 
service 
July, 
1945, he worked for awhile as a 
buffer at the local Celanese plant. 
During his civilian life, he was very 
active in Army reserve work. 
In February 2, 1948, he enlisted 
in the Army again, serving as a 
field sergeant with the Third Cav­ 
alry Regiment, at Fort George G. 
Meade, until he was sent to Korea. 
Sgt. Norwood is the son of Mr 
and Mrs. L. W. Norwood, formerly 
of Cumberland, now living in Balti­ 
more. He is married to the former 
Miss Dorothy A. Brockey. daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Howard H. Brockey, 
Zihlman Way, this city.

The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
and the Social Security Adminis­ 
tration has unwrapped their plan 
for 
retorting 
regular 
household 
workers who come under social se­ 
curity on January I, according to 
James S. Getty, manager of the 
local social security office. 
A small envelope is being used, 
Oetty said, for sending in the neces­ 
sary ^form ation and tax on the 
employe's wage. In form and in size, 
it resembles those in use by private 
insurance companies, magazine cir­ 
culation 
departments, 
and 
other 
commercial firms. It is a one-piece, 
pre-addressed return envelope, with 
space on the Inner flap for the 
essential but brief items on the 
employe and a pocket for trans­ 
mitting the social security tax. 
Richard Stakem, local collector of 
internal revenue, explained that un­ 
der the new social security law, 
household workers who are paid as 
much as $50 by one employer in the 
three-m onth 
period, 
J a n u a r y 
through March <a calendar quart­ 
er), and who have worked for that 
one employer on 24 days or more in 
that quarter, or the preceding quart­ 
er, will have their wages count to­ 
ward old-age and survivors insur­ 
ance. 
The tax to be remitted in the en­ 
velope form will be three per cent 
of the worker’s cash wages for the 
three-m onth period. The housewives 
may deduct one-half of this (one 
and one-half per cent) from her 
employes’ wages. One and one-half 
per cent is her share of the tax. 
Stakem went on. 


How System Works 


To illustrate how the envelope 
report system will work, Stakem 
took the case of a housewife who 
employs one maid on two days a 
week during the first three months 
of the coming year. At any time 
during April, the housewife, he ex­ 
plained, should fill out the envelope 
form which she will receive in 
March. 
The inner flap of the envelope 
will be already imprinted with the 
employer's name and address. On 
one line she will enter the worker's 
name and social security number, 
together with the total amount of 
cash wages paid during the three 
months. 
If the wages were $10 per week, 
and since there are 13 weeks in the 
three-month period, the total would 
be $130. The three per cent social 
security tax would amount to $3.90. 
One-half of this ($1.95) is the work­ 
er’s share. The employer will match 
this amount. 
The total tax of $3.90 is entered 
on the last line of the form. A 
check 
or 
money 
order in that 
amount is put in the pocket of the 
envelope. W ith the envelope sealed, 
stamped, and dropped in the mail­ 
box, the housewife’s social security 
report work is completed until July. 
No other records will be required. 
“We are confident that as the 
household employer and her worker 
come to realize the mutual advan­ 
tages of a more secure future for 
the employe, they will cooperate 
to 
make 
this 
simple procedure 
work,” Stakem declared.
